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Ghost Town Killers Smoked Out

A ghost town, a_ long-lost 
treasure hoard and a trio of es- 
caped killers provide a major 
share of the excitement cur- 
rently to be found in Columbia 
Pictures’ “Rim of the Canyon,” 
which stars Gene Autry at the 

. . Theatre. The rest of the 
excitement generated around 
the picture stems from the fact 
that Autry plays his first dual 
role on the screen. 

Gene portrays himself, as a 
range rider, and he also ap- 
pears as mustached Sheriff 
Steve Autry, his father, in an 
exciting flash-back sequence of 
importance to the plot. As 
Sheriff Steve, Gene arrests and 
jails a bandit gang, but is un- 
able to find the $30,000 loot col- 
lected by them in a _ hold-up. 
When the bandits escape from 
jail, two decades later, and hunt 
up their stashed-away treasure, 
they run into Gene. Gene, of 
course, is plenty tougher than 
Sheriff Steve, even if he does 
occasionally burst into song. 

Autry tunes heard in “Rim of 
the Canyon” include that mem- 
orable number itself and 
“You’re the Only Star in My 
Blue Heaven.” 

Featured players in the film 
are Nan Leslie, Thurston Hall 
and Clem Bevans, with Cham- 
pion figuring prominently in the 
final round-up of the killers. 
John English directed the ac- 
tion-packed picture, from John 
K. Butler’s bullet-paced screen 
play. Armand Schaefer pro- 
duced “Rim of the Canyon.” 


‘Rim of Canyon’ Sets 
Haunting Problem 


In Hollywood, where imagi- 
nation and knowledge are some- 
times at odds, set designers and 
script writers occasionally dis- 
cover they aren’t talking to each 
other. Problems come up, and 
irritations set in. A case in point 
occurred during production of 
“Rim of the Canyon,” the Co- 
lumbia outdoor action drama 
starring Gene Autry at the... 
Theatre. 

Scriptist John K. Butler 
dreamed up a whale of a back- 
ground for some of the tradi- 
tional Autry action, a ghost 
town dance hall in which Autry 
and lovely Nan Leslie, his ro- 
mantic lead, become involved 
with as tough a trio of killers 
as ever appeared on the screen. 
So much for imagination! 

Art director Harold Mac- 
Arthur had to translate Butler’s 
words into wood, plaster and 
paint, and cobwebs. A_ ghost 
town dance hall festooned with 
cobwebs is simple enough—but 
how many years of cobwebs? 
How much damage has been 
done by the elements over the 
years? When was the dance hall 
built and when was it aban- 
doned? Why was it abandoned? 
These, and dozens of other ques- 
tions, remained unanswered, 
and had to be answered by 
Butler before work on the set 
could be started. 


Ist Dual Role 


Gene Autry, who has been a 
movie actor for 14 years, plays 
his first dual role in Columbia 
Pictures’ “Rim of the Canyon,” 
now at the .... Theatre. Be- 
sides enacting his usual role of 
Gene Autry, the Western star 
also. portrays his “father,” 
Steve Autry, a town marshal. 
For his part of the elder Autry, 
Gene wears a mustache, also a 
new departure for the popular 
actor.

Champion Steals 
Scenes in Films 


Gene Autry doesn’t believe 
in pampering Champion, even 
if the horse is famous. During 
production of Columbia Pic- 
tures’ “Rim of the Canyon,” in 
which he is starred at the.... 
Theatre, Autry stated that 
Champion receives exactly the 
same treatment as the six other 
horses at Melody Ranch, the 
cowboy star’s homestead in the 
San Fernando Valley. 

Reasons for this, according to 
Autry, are simple in the ex- 
treme. Gene can see no ethical 
reason why Champion should 
be granted special favors or 
privileges in the stalls, corral or 
range, since such favors would 
inevitably lead to equine jeal- 
ousies. Too, Champion has de- 
veloped a certain amount of 
“hamminess” which must be 
curbed. 

Gene admits he isn’t sure of 
the latter, but he does believe 
Champion sometimes looks as if 
he is trying to monopolize cam- 
era attention, to the exclusion 
of other movie horses. “If I’m 
not careful,” Autry said, “he’ll 
be pulling that stuff on me!” 


Hollywood Hills 


Most of “Rim of the Can- 
yon,” the new Gene Autry out- 
door action drama at the.... 
Theatre, was filmed in the Hol- 
lywood Hills, in the vicinity of 
Laurel Canyon, so that its Co- 
lumbia star might supervise 
construction of his new 14- 
room home there.

curred after Champion’s colt, 
Little Champ, cut a deep gash 
in one foreleg against a boulder 
while cavorting on Autry’s 
Melody Ranch. 

When the colt grew weak 
from loss of blood, the veteri- 
narian had Champion brought 
in from the studio and tested 
his blood. It was found to be 
the same type as Little Champ’s, 
so the two horses were placed 
in adjoining stalls and a regular 
blood transfusion took place. 

With two quarts of Big 
Champ’s blood in his veins, Lit- 
tle Champ rapidly regained his 
strength, but his dad spent the 
following days resting before he 
was allowed to gallop with Gene 
again in the picture.

It took more than two years 
to write the song, but Gene 
Autry thinks the time well 
spent, and so do composers Hy 
Heath and Johnny Lange. The 
song itself is “Rim of the Can- 
yon,” which also titles the 
Autry drama for Columbia 
Pictures at the .... Theatre. 

“Rim of the Canyon” figures 
prominently in Gene’s new pic- 
ture, in which the world’s 
greatest cowboy and Champion, 
world’s wonder horse, clean up 
a ghost town haunted by kill- 
ers. Also heard in the film is 
“You’re the Only Star in My 
Blue Heaven” by Autry himself. 

Heath and Lange wrote the 
title song for a previous Autry 
starrer, “Loaded Pistols.” Com- 
posers of many popular West- 
ern-type songs, they penned 
“Loaded Pistols” in a week and

a half. “Rim of the Canyon” 
was considerably different. 

Heath explains that ‘Loaded 
Pistols” is the type of song 
which, once you get the idea 
and theme started, practically 
writes itself. But “Rim of the 
Canyon,” according to Heath, 
sort of awed him, for he was 
trying to describe the wonders 
of nature (especially the West) 
just as the Creator made them. 

Heath knew what he wanted 
to say but he had to find words 
which carried the potency with 
such wordage as “Seems that 
He’s so near me, I can feel the 
touch of His hand.” However, 
try as he might, he could never 
get the song to exactly suit him, 
so he would put it away for 
months at a time. 

Finally, after two years and 
what Heath and Lange consid- 
ered their best efforts on paper, 
“Rim of the Canyon” was 
shipped to the publisher. The 
moment Autry heard the song, 
he wanted it for one of his pic- 
tures. He considers “Rim of the 
Canyon” the most beautiful of 
its type ever written. 

Heath returns the compliment. 
He says he’d rather have Gene 
Autry sing his songs to the pub- 
lic than any one he can think 
of.

20 Years Younger

So absorbed are West- 
ern film fans in Gene’s outdoor 
antics that they are inclined to 
forget the greatest to-the-res- 
cue performance ever staged by 
the star. 

Gene saved from extinction 
the Western picture itself. 

It started back in 1929, when 
there were two big crashes: (1) 
the stock market and (2) the 
Western picture market. 

While various reasons have 
been offered for the stock mar- 
ket dive, all of them compli- 
cated and obscure, there was 
but one cause for the Western 
movie debacle, and everyone 
clearly understood what it was: 
sound. The advent of sound 
pictures was a calamity to 
nearly every Western star, then 
rough, tough, silent men, with 
an accent on the silent. 

Along came Gene Autry, a 
singer of cowboy ballads for a 
Chicago radio station, and 
everyone, including Autry, 
thought Hollywood was crazy. 
No one would go to see a West- 
ern, much less a Western in 
which the hero used a guitar 
instead of a gun. 

The result of his first pic- 
ure was only slightly less than 
phenomenal. Women, children 
and even men (yes, sir, thou- 
sands of them!) wrote in, de- 


manding more pictures with 
Gene Autry. 
Overnight, a new kind of 


movie star was born: the sing- 
ing cowboy. 

From there on in, it was a 
brisk canter for Autry and his 
famous horse, Champion, now 
riding the cinema trails in Co- 
lumbia’s “Rim of the Canyon.” 

As for Western pictures in 
general — any studio executive 
will tell you they’re again the 
backbone of the business.
